•‘Enemy air raids were repulsed east 
ol the Moselle River and east of the 
Saar River. There was artillery activ­ 
ity on both sides in the same region.”

from the front, the French tactics were 
sufficient to break up and throw back 
the German raiding parties. 
The French advance posts, it was 
stated, spread out in “ tirailleur” fash­ 
ion, breaking into groups of a few men 
armed with light machine guns. 
These men. supported by field a rtil­ 
lery units and observers, were able to 
throw back the raiders. 
It was understood the German raid­ 
ing parties were sent

French artillery emplacements owing 
to tin a leged failure of German reeon- 
naissanee planes to obtain a clear idea 
ol the French advance positions.
